ILUNO Students Denied 
Chance to Vote

Students enrolled in the 
Intensive Language at UNO 
(ILUNO) program were 
turned away from the polls 
Wednesday when they at- 
tempted to vote in the student 
elections. 

The students were denied 
a vote, according to Randy 
Schultz, chief justice for the 
Student Court and student 
election commisioner, be- 
cause they are not registered 
students at UNO. “They 
(ILUNO students) are not 
registered as UNO students,” 
he said. “They are registered 
in the ILUNO program.” 

Section II, paragraph A of 
the UNO student government - 


constitution states that, “all 
currently enrolled students of 
(UNO) are, by the fact of 
their registration, members of 
the electorate of Student 
Government — UNO.” 

“That would exclude the 
ILUNO students,” Schultz 
said. 

The ILUNO program is is 
an intensive eight-week non- 
credit course in English de- 
signed to prepare students to 
take the Test of English as a 
Foreign Language (TOEFL), 
an: English profisciency 
exam. Students who are not 
proficient in English must 
pass the TOEFL to be admit- 


on 


ted to UNO as regular, stu-- 


dents. ILUNO is offered by 
UNO’s International Stud- 
ies and Programs. 

Tugba Kalafatoglu, an 
international student from 
Turkey and one of four can- 


didates for Student Presi- — 


dent/Regent, called a press 
conference at UNO 
Wednesday afternoon to call 
attention to the situation. 
“It’s not fair,” she said. 
“These students pay student 
fees, use HPER, the Library 
and Student Services, but 
they can’t vote in student 
elections.”

Digging Up Answers

For some students, education takes them 
to a different continent. This is the case for 
the volunteers who travel with the UNO 
Bethsaida Excavations Project. Students 
travel to Israel and spent weeks or months 
digging for clues to the past. 

Bethsaida is located near the Jordan 
River and the Sea of Galilee. It has a rich 
history dating back millions of years to the 
Dead Sea Rift and the volcanic flows that 
formed the basalt rock formations. The area 
is astride the major Jordan River- Dead Sea 
Rift which extends northward into Syria. 
Cities began to develop nearby around 5,000 
years ago. The site was a major urban cen- 
ter around the tenth century B.C. E. 

The interest in the area peaked with the 
rise of modern biblical research. The dry cli- 
mate of Egypt slows the process of decay 
and makes research easier. The remains in- 


clude wood, papyrus, human and animal tis- 
sue, ¢lay and stone. The study of Egyptian 
religion has allowed 20th century scholars to 
understand the long history of culture which 
affects Western Civilization. 

The symbols of Egyptian religion are 


abundant. The sun is a powerful symbol be- - 


cause it holds importance over life and death. 
The sun-god can be pictured as a sun disk, a 
falcon or a human being. It is not the symbol 
itself that is worshipped but rather the power 
they represent. 

The most abundant and ancient writing 
material is papyrus. It is made from a papy- 
rus reed which grows along the Nile. 

“Treasures of Ancient Egypt” is a display 
at UNO’s Biblical Archeology Museum, lo- 
cated in Arts and Science’s Hall rm. 343. The 
exhibit features 81 pieces including animal

KBUL Reaches Goal

After a year of planning and tireless ef- 
forts at raising funds, KBUL, UNO’s student 
radio station, has the funding to be the “Voice 
of UNO”. 

Thanks to money from United Parcel Ser- 
vice, the station will be up and running by 
the first day of the spring semester, accord- 
ing to Cris Harbold, KBUL station manager. 
It is possible they will be ready by the end of 


’ November or beginning of December, he said. 


Harbold said the station wilt play Billboard 
Top 100 and a mixture of everything. He said, 


“Lump all the stations in Omaha together and: 


that’s what we will sound like.” The station 
will not play profanity or offensive material. 

UPS will have no control over the music 
played but they will get air time for commer- 
cials. Harbold said UPS will sponsor the 
station’s lunch show also. 

The station will remain KBUL but the 
booth will be the UPS booth. 

Pete Soby, the stations sales director, 
thought of UPS as a sponsor because they 
have been a good sponsor elsewhere on cam- 
pus. He said Harbold and he went to UPS two 
separate times to pitch the idea. The first 
meeting was set up by Joan Villanueva, Pub- 


lic Relations agent. for UPS. “She has been 
instrumental,” said Soby. 

Soby said the second meeting on Oct. 15, 
was set up by UPS and he and Harbold took 
a written proposal. Soby said he spent 7-10 
hours on the proposal. “] have no experience 
writing proposals so it probably took me 
longer.” 

He said they have been working on funds 
since January, 1997, but they really put more 
effort into it this semester. Sorby said, “Put- 
ting a station together in less than a year is 
unheard of because the money and details are 
so extensive.” The Couch Potato fund raiser 
during Homecoming week attracted UPS in- 
terest and things started rolling from there. 

Tim Sullivan, UPS Northern Plains Dis- 
trict Human Resources Manager, said, “We 
are excited to be involved in the introduction 
of the university’s student run radio station. 
We hope it will provide students with the 
learning experience needed to enter the work- 
place after graduation.” 

The main concern Soby and Harbold ex- 
pressed was the wiring of the station. Soby 
said, “We have done everything the adminis- 
tration asked for, now it is their turn to keep

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Alcohol Awareness Talk

“All you read about my son 
Jaydn was his name, age, and ad- 
dress, I want you to know that my 
son was more than a name and age 
and an address.” ‘ 

Kim Lombardi, a resident of 
Omaha, was talking about his son, 
Jaydn Lombardi, who was.a passen- 
ger in a car that was involved in an 
alcohol related accident on April 1, 
1994. Two other people died in that 
accident. Jaydn and his best friend, 
Matt Guilfoyle, were both sixteen. 

Lombardi started off his program 
by introducing the audience to his 
son through the use of slides and 
stories. Every slide he showed had 
a story or two, and he told them all. 
Through them, the audience found 
out that his son was always smil- 
ing, and loved to make people 
laugh. He also was tough, said 
Lombardi. 

He then told everyone that when 
Jaydn was one-and-a-half years old. 
He had cut his head and needed 
stitches. Even at such a young age 
he did not cry. 


Lombardi went on, taking his 
son from a young boy to a young 
man. Throughout his life the audi- 
ence was shown the development of 
a typical high school student. Some 
of the stories were humorous, some 
of them serious. He talked about his

son’s wish to play football for Burke 
High School, and his work to 
achieve his goal. He also talked 
about his son’s talents, ranging from 
athletics to music to drawing. 

One of Jaydn’s dreams was to 
draw cartoons for Disney. One of 
Jaydn’s favorite characters to draw 
was the Tasmanian Devil. 

Through these stories, Jaydn was 


‘portrayed as a talented helpful, 
thoughtful, and far-from perfec: son.

Then came the night of April 1. 
Lombardi went through the de- 
tails of his ordeal, from the day it 
happened up to present day. He re- 
members the last time he saw his 
son alive, unaware that it would be 
the last. He told the audience about 
the worry that set in when Jaydn was 
three hours late coming home.

Jaydn, Lombardi said,’ was never 


He then recalled the events that 


led him to Jaydn’s best friend’s 
house, and then to the sheriff’s pa- 
trol that eventually told him about 
the accident. 

Over the next few minutes, 
Lombardi lived that time again, this 
time bringing the audience with 
him. A single slide showed Jaydn 
in acoffin, looking like he was just 
sleeping, looking like he would 
wake up and be all right. The last 
slide was a picture of his tombstone, 
etched with what he loved most; the 
Orlando Magic, cartoons, and a Tas- 
manian Devil. Jaydn would have 
been twenty this November. 


Lombardi said that his life has 
been changed in so many ways since 
the accident. He has not taken a 
drink since the accident, but that 
was the only positive result. He told 
everyone about the guilt he felt. 
“The worst mistake of my life was 
allowing Jaydn to drink at home 
when he was 16,” said Lombardi, a 
mistake he stil! regrets. Lombardi 
took to studying alcohol, and found 
some startling facts. 

“92 percent of all people who 
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take one drink before they’re 21 
drink for the rest of their lives,” said 
Lombardi. In contrast, only 10 per- 
cent continue drinking if they wait 
until after they are 21. Also, 17 per- 
cent of the class of 1997 has a drink- 
ing problem, and the average age at 
when kids take their first drink is 
twelve and a half. 

“This is not about drinking and 
driving,” Lombardi told the audi- 
ence, “It’s about you kids drinking.”

Hunting—

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cannot. In most cases of de- 
bate, I’ve tried to follow the 
“Live and Let Live” adage 
and acknowledge that differ- 
ent people have different 
views and all are welcomed 
in the world.

city, according to Dr. Stroope. The 
students will also be traveling off 
campus to the Old Market, the 
Henry-Doorly Zoo, which have 
given the guests free passes, and 
many of the other sites Omaha has 
to offer. 

“Many of the community busi- 
ness have embraced these students 
quite well,” Stroope said.

Author Kenneth Lincoln enlightens the 
Omaha public with his outstanding presen- 
tation on Native American culture and its in- 
teraction with the world. 


On October 12, Kenneth Lincoln ventured a 


-to Omaha’s Borders Books, Music and Cafe 
and discussed the urgency for dialogue 
among Native Americans and non-Native 
Americans. He wholeheartedly expressed 
that once a dialogue is initiated, individuals 
can begin to critically examine concrete is- 
sues that are existent in the Native American 
community, and therefore better understand 
how these circumstances effect the non-Na- 
tive American community. Lincoln contin- 
ued to focus on the necessity for awareness, 
which is best emphasized through education, 
particularly by examining other cultures and 
their connection with the Western world. - 

Kenneth also expressed his views on the 
issue of curiosity and protocol that can lead 
to dialogue. He stated, “I am here to encour- 
age whites to take that next step to entertain 
the possibility of talking and lay down the 
puns.” 

Lincoln continued to elaborate on the idea 
that ethnocentric and separatist ideologies are 
at the root of destroying the bridge to acces- 
sibility of other cultures. “It denies individu- 


als the access to the skills, materials, and re- 
sources that are vital in order to comprehend 
and ultimately embrace each other’s cultures.” 

Kenneth was raised in the sandhills of 
northwest Nebraska where he was adopted 
into the Oglala Sioux tribe and given the 
name, Mato Yamni. He went to Stanford Uni- 
versity for an A.B. in American Literature. 
Next, he furthered his studies at Indiana Uni- 
versity where he received his Ph.D. in Brit- 
ish Literature. In 1969, he finally ended up at 


UCLA, where he taught Contemporary and: 


Native American Literatures and has been 
successfully doing so for the past twenty-five 
years. 

Aside from honorably developing an 
American Indian Studies curriculum and 
chairing the country’s first interdisciplinary 
Master’s Program in American Indian Stud- 
ies, Professor Lincoln has brilliantly pub- 
lished a tremendous amount of works in his 
field. His book, 

The Good Red Road; Passages into Na- 
tive America, depicts Lincoln’s journey with 
a group of UCLA students in an on-the-road 
seminar exploring “Indian America”, as they 
traveled to reservations in the Dakotas. For- 
tunately, it is being reissued in October, 1997, 
by the University of Nebraska Press. Cur- 
rently, Kenneth Lincoln and his daughter, 
Rachel, are collaborating on a narrative of 
single-parenting entitled Father to Daughter. 


Some of his other works include; Men Down 


West, Indi’n Humor: Bicultural Play in Na- 
tive America, and Native American Renais- 
sance,

every eight-week session. This is done, ac- 
cording to Thomas Gouttierre, dean of Inter- 
national Studies and Programs, so ILUNO 
students can make use of UNO’s facilities and 
can be an active part of the student life at UNO 
in the same ways that other regular students 
can. 

Still, much confusion about what consti- 
tutes an “enrolled student” as it pertains to 
the student elections. 

Gary DiSilvestro, a UNO allumnus and 
former Gateway cditor, said he believes 
ILUNO students should be counted as “en- 
rolled” students. He said ILUNO students are 
treated like regular students in every other 
way — they are only denied the vote. “The 
issue here is the voting rights of ILUNO stu- 
dents,” he said. 

Di Silvestro said some involved in the situ- 
ation, including, as of press time, 16 ILUNO 
students, are considering a class action law 
suit. (see sidebar)

On way critics of the current policy bar- 
ting ILUNO students from voting say it is 
unfair is by pointing to possible 
inconsistancies in university policy. ILUNO 
is, essentially, a non-credit course. DiSilvestro 
and others said they believed students en- 
rolled in non-credit courses through the Col- 

lege of Continuing Studies (CCS) at UNO 
were allowed to vote. 

But according to the office of CCS, there 
are no students currently enrolled in 
exclusivley non-credit courses that are al- 
lowed to vote in the student election. 

Critics have also pointed out that ILUNO 
students pay UNO for their classes. But ac- 
cording to Judith Brodnicki, project assistant 
in the Intensive Language Program, they do 
not pay UNO in the same way regular stu- 
dents pay the school]. “They are paying 
ILUNO for their classes,” she said. 

Brodnicki was quick to add, however, that 
she feels ILUNO students are a vital part of 
UNO. “In a sense, they really are UNO stu- 
dents,” she said. 

Ekoka Molindo, former director of Inter- 
national Student Services, said UNO wants 
to encourage ILUNO students to become a 
part of the campus life, but “they are not UNO 
students yet. They are ILUNO students. Once 
they meet the academic requirements, they 
can become UNO students.” 

Molindo said the rule was causing some 
confusion on campus. “This is about policy, 
not about discrimination,” he said. He said 
the rule was not meant to diminish the im- 
pact of the international student vote.

Threatened 


A group of ILUNO students and 
alumni filed a complaint with Student 
Election Commisioner Randy Schultz 
Thursday, demanding that the election be 
suspended until the complaints of ILUNO 
students could be properly heard and con- 
sidered. 

Gary DiSilvestro and others claim that 
the rule, as it is being interpreted, is dis- 
criminatory. DiSilvestro said that the 
phrase “enrolled students” in the Student 
Government constitution should be read 
to include ILUNO students. 

According to DiSilvestro, if the com- 
plaint is ignored a class action law suit 
will be filed Friday on behalf of all 
ILUNO students in U.S. District Court. 
DiSilvestro said the election should not 
be decided until a resolution has been 
reached. 

A similar event involving ILUNO stu- 
dents in the 1978 election, according to 
DiSilvestro, resulted in ILUNO students 
being declared eligible to vote by the Elec- 
tion Commission. DiSilvestro said he 
wondered why the same actions (to for- 
mally hear the complaints) were not taken 
this year. 

No record of the 1978 dispute was 
found as of press time.
